AFFAIRS IN AMERICA. 

Impartial observers of the events of the 
American civil war will not be favorably Im- 
pressed by those ill-timed boastings in which 
it seems to be the pleasure of Northern Gener- 
als and statesmen to indulge. Vainglorious 
talk is an unsatisfactory substitute lor wise 
and vigorous action, and it furnishes an al- 
most ludicrous accompaniment to the record 
of continuous failure. We have just received 
a batch of confident predictions of Northern 
triumphs, for which it is difficult to discover 
any plausible basis, and which, in any case, 
sav little for the good taste or good sense of 
those who utter them, (tenoral McClellan 
has, it seems, made a speech at Washington, 
in which he assures his auditors that the war 
“cannot be long, though it maybe desperate.' 
Wc are not informed whether he assigned 
an v reasons for this diction, or whether it was 
a mere liouri-h of rhetoric, like some similar 
assurances which have reached us at tho same 
time. The war has been n long one already, 
as compared with the brief summer campaign 
in which President Lincoln once hoped to 
finish it with a force of 70,000 volunteers, and 
to all appearance it can as yet be only said to 
have begun. 

One would think that the same considera- 
tions which point to the probability of a des- 
perate struggle would al»o forbid the hope 
that it can be a short one. The war is likely 
to be desperate because the southerners have 
shown unlooked-for powers of resistance; be- 
cause they are animated by a deadly hatred 
of the North, and because they are less une- 
qually matched against their would-be con- 
querors than had been generally supposed; 
and for these reasons it appears likewise 
probable that it will be a long war, unless an 
unexpected turn in Northern feeling and 
opinion should enforce wilier counsels on the 
Washington Government. That the North 
may in course of time, by dint of its intrinsi- 
cally superior strength, wear out and crush 
the South, is an assertion which wo are not

RESOLUTIONS. 

A Senate resolution concerning senatorial 
elections in 1868, which was amended in the 
House, was concurred in by the Senate. 

A resolution in relation to the abolition of 
slavery in the District of Columbia. 

The Senator from Ohio, (Mr. McHenry,) 
moved to refer the same to the Committee on 
Federal Affairs. 

Mr. GROVER said ho trusted the motion 
would not prevail. The resolutions wore 
short, comprehensive, explicit. They had 
been printed, and were upon our tables. The 
minds of Senators were no doubt made up. 
He regarded the motion, in effect, as intended 
to defeat the adoption of the resolutions; nnd 
so regarding it, nnd for the purpose of testing 
the opinions of Senators, he called for the yeas 
and nays.

Also — A bill to amend chap. 83, Revised 
Statutes, title Revenue and Taxation. 

The hill reads as follows : 

? 1. licit enacted by tin General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That for 
tiie purpose of securing tho prompt payment 
of the public revenue, it shall be the duty of 
tho sheriff or collector, immediately after the 
1st day of June in each year, to proceed with 
the collection of the same. 

$ 2. That between the 1st day 6f September 
and the 15th day of October, in each year, the 
sheriff or collector shall attend at some public 
place, at least two days in each of the election 
districts in the county, to receive the taxes not 
theretofore paid ; nnd it shall be the duty of 
such of the tax payers as have not paid, to at- 
tend at the times and places designated by the 
sheriff, and pay tbo taxes due by them. No- 
tice of the time and place fixed by the sheriff 
for his attendance in said districts shall be 
given, by posting the same on the court-house 
door, and at some public place in each district, 
for at least thirty days prior to the time des- 
ignated. 

J 3. If the tax payer shall fail to pay bis 
taxes beforo the loth day of October, it shall 
be his duty to attend and pay the same to the 
sheriff or collector, at the court-house of bis 
county, before the 16th day of December; nnd 
if he fails to pay before that day, ten per 
cent upon the amount of his taxes remaining 
unpaid at that time shall be added thereto, 
nnd collected by the sheriff or collector, and 
which shall be "retained by them as part of, 
and in addition to, their commissions. 

Mr. TAYLOR proposed the following 
amendment: 

(S — .It shall be tbo duty of the' sheriff or 
collector, at the July, September, and No- 
vember terms of the county court, to make a 
writtsn statement, under oath, of the amount, 



of revenue collected nnd in their hands, due 
the Commonwealth; which statement shall 
be filed by an order of the court, and a copy 
thereof transmitted by the c lerk to the Audi- 
tor of Public'Accounts; and it shall he the 
duty of the sheriff or collector, immediately 
alter making each statement, to pay into the 
public treasury the revenue in his bands, as 
exhibited by said statement, after deducting 
therefrom his commission upon the amount so 
collected. 

$ — . Nothing in this act shall be construed 
to excuse the sheriff or collector from the 
duty of paying into the public treasury, the 
whole amount of the public revenue due 
from his county, as now required by law. 

Ordered, that tho bill and amendment be 
printed, and the further consideration of the 
same be postponed until after the recess.

The committee on Circuit Courts, to whom 
was referred a resolution instructing them to 
“inquire and report to this House whether 
any of the circuit judges of this .State have 
abandoned their offices by taking service in 
the armies of the so-called Confederate 
States,'' have bad the same under considera- 
tion, and report as followeth: 

There has been no evidence before your 
committee that any of the circuit judges of 
this State have abandoned their office by tak- 
ing service in the armies of the so-called Con- 
federate States. 

But your committee would further report 
to this House, that there was evidence before 
them that Win. II. Burns, one of the circuit 
judges of this Commonwealth, had failed to 
attend the lust fall term of his court in sever- 
al of the counties comprising a part ot his ju- 
dicial district, and no evidence that he had 
held any court in his district since last Sep- 
tember. 

Your committee would further report, that 
there was evidence before them conducing to 
prove that Judge Burns, at least for the last 
two or throe months, had been engaged in 
giving aid and encouragement to the rebellion 
now being waged against the Government of 
the United States and State of Kentucky. 
It was satisfactorily proven tliut in the month 
of October hist. Judge Burns was on terms of 
intimate association with avowed rebels in 
the town of West Liberty — the place of bis 
residence — and that he left his home with or 
about tiie time the rebel force left, upon the 
approach of the Federal army under General 
Nelson, and went to Floyd county, where 
other Confederate forces were at tho time 
congregated. 

It is also proven by common rumor in the 
section of the State w here Judge Burns re- 
sides, that ho is, and for several months has 
been, actively engaged in aiding and assisting 
those engaged in an armed rebellion against 
the government of the United States and the 
State of Kentucky. Tho testimony of all 
tho witnesses deposing before your committee, 
was substantially reduced to writing and 
signed by the witnesses, and the same is here- 
with reported. 

It is the opinion of your committee that 
the public interest demands, under all the 
facts and circumstances proven before them, 
that Judge William 11. Burns, one of the 
circuit judges of this Commonwealth, should 
be removed from the office of circuit judge. 

All of which is most respectfully reported.

streets on last Saturday evening. The two 
soldiers who were guarding the Railroad 
bridge at this place, were directed by the U. 
S. Deputy Marshal to arrest 5Ir.C. C. Rogers, 
of this county, as ho passed out of town. 
The soldiers slopped him, while the Marshal 
went to the camp to bring up a squad of men, 
when 5Ir. Daniel Hibler, of this county, and 
51 r. Abram Spears, of this place, went to the 
buggy in which Mr. Rogers was seated, to 
prevent his detention. After some words, 
5Lr. Hibler drew his pistol and shot one of 
the soldiers through the head. TJtu other 
soldier shot 51 r. tl. through thu shoulder, in- 
flicting a very dangerous wound. Tho soldier 
then obtained a musket from a comrade and 
shot 5Ir. Spears through the breast, causing 
his death in a few minutes. The soldier, we 
understand, states that 5Ir. S. discharged a 
pistol at him before he fired, and the Marshal 
and another gentleman who wero present, 
both informed us that they saw a pistol in 
51r. Spears’ hand, but it is due to say that 
51 r. Spears' friends believe that he had no 
weapon. A negro woman, living with Mr. 
Joseph Porter, was also shot in the abdo- 
men. The woman, we understand, says that 
she was wounded by 5Ir. Rogers; but others 
suppose it was a ball from Mr. Hiblcr's pis- j 
tol. 



5Ir. Rogers attempted to make bis eseapo, 
but was taken and lodged in jail, lie had in j 
the buggy a number of socks, and several 
letters about his person, for persons in the 
Confederate army. He has been since sent to 
Cincinnati. 

Mr. Spears was a well known nnd respected ; 
citizen of our place, lie bad just entered upon 
liis 67lh year. His funeral took place on 
Monday last, nnd was attended by a large 
concourse of citizens. 

The soldier who was killed, was a man of I 
about forty-five years of age, by the name j 
of William Ford, a native and resident of 
Pendleton county, in this State, where his re- 
mains wore sent for interment. 

The sad affair of which we have endeavor- 
ed to give a true account, created great ex- 
citement. 

Mr. Hibler is still alive; but no hope is en- ! 
tertnined of his recovery.

A Curious Letter from a Female Secessionist. 1 

WIIAT MRS. GRKENHOW SAYS OF HER IMPRIS- 
ONMENT. 

The Richmond Whig publishes a letter 
from 5lrs. Greenhow, the AVashington seces- 
sionist, who was recently arrested for com- 
plicity with the traitors. The letter is dated J 
at AVashington, November 17, and is address- 
ed to Secretary Seward. It opens thus: 

“Sir : For nearly three months I have been j 
confined a close prisoner, shut out from air j 
nnd exercise, and denied all communion with 
family and friends. 

“Patience is said to bo a great virtue, nnd I 
have practiced it to my utmost capacity of 
endurance. 

“I am told, sir, that upon your ipse dixit 
tho fate of citizens depends, and that the sign 
manual of the ministers of Louis the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth was not more potential 
in their day than that of the Secretary ofState 
in 1861. 

“I therefore most respectfully submit that 
on Friday, August 23, without warrant or 
other show of authority, 1 was arrested bv 
the detective police, and my house taken in 
charge by them : that all my private letters 
and papers of a lifetime were read and exam- 
ined by them ; that every law of decency was 
violated in the search of my house and per- 
son, and by the surveillance over me.” 

She then narrates her grievances : 

“We read in history that the poor Alarie 
Antoinette had a paper torn from her bosom 
by lawless hands, nnd that even a change of 
linen had to be effected in sight of her brutal 
captors. It is my sad experience to record 
even more revolting outrages than that, for 
during tho first days of my imprisonment, 
whenever necessity forced metoseek mvcham- 
ber, a detective stood sentinel at the open door. 
And thus for a period of seven days 1, with 
my little child, was placed absolutely at the 
mercy of men without character or responsi- 
bility; that during tho first evening, a portion 
of these men became brutally drunk, and 
boasted in m v hearing of the ‘nice times’ they 
expected to have with the female prisoners; 
and that rude violence was used towards a 
colored servant girl during that evening, the 
extent of which I have not been able to learn. 
For any show of decorum afterwards prac- 
ticed towards me, I was indebted to the de- 
tective called Captain Dennis. 

“In (he careful analysis of my papers I 
deny the existence of a line I bad not per- 
fect right to have written, or to have receiv- 
ed. Freedom of speech and of opinion is the 
birthright of Americans, guarantied to us by I 
our charter of liberty — the Constitution of 
tho United State*. I have exercised my pre- 
rogative, and have openly avowed my senti- 
ments. During the political struggle I op- 
posed jour Republican party with every in- 
stinct of self-preservation. I believed vour 
success a virtual nullification of tho constitu- 
tion, and that it would entail upon ns all the 
direfull consequences which have ensued. — 
These sentiments have doubtless been fuund 
recorded umong m v papers, and I hold them 
as rather a proud .record of my sagacity.” 

Inasmuch as she is “held to a man's account- ! 
ability,” 51rs. Greenhow demands a man s 
privileges : 

“I must be permitted to quote from a letter 
of yours, in regard to Russell, of the London 
Times, which you conclude with these admi- 
rable words: ‘Individual errors of opinion 
may be tolerated, so long as good sense is left 
to combat them.’ By way of illustrating the- j 
ory and practice — here am I, a prisoner in 
sight of tho Executive mansion, in sight of 
the Capitol, where the proud statesmen of 
our land have sung their pieans to the bless- 
ings of our free institutions. Comment is 
idle. Freedom of speech, freedom of thought, 
ever}’ right pertaining to the citizen, has been 
suspended by what, I suppose, the President 
calls a ‘military necessity.' A blow has been 
struck, by this total disregard of all civil 
rights, against the present system of govern- 
ment, far greater in its effects than the sever- 
ance of the Southern States. Our people have 
been taught to contemn the supremacy of the 
law, to which all have hitherto bowed, and to 
look to the military power for protection 
against its decrees. A military spirit has been 
developed, which will only bo subordinate to 
a military dictatorship. Read history, and 
j-ou will find that the causes which bring 
about a revolution rarely predominate at its i 
close, and no people have ever returned to the 
point from which they started. Even should 
the Southern States he subdued and forced 
back into tbo Union (which I regard as im- 
possible. with a full knowledge of their re- ' 
sources,) a different form of government will 
bo found needful to meet the new develop- 
ments of national character. There is no class 
of societj-, no branch of industry, which this 
change hns not reached, and the dull, plod- 
ding, methodical habits of the poor can never 
be resumed. 

“You have held me. sir, to a man's account- 
ability, and I therefore claim the right to 
speak on subjects usually considered beyond 
a woman's ken, and which you may class ns 
‘errors of opinion.' I offer no excuse for this 
long degression, as a threo months’ impris- . 
ment, without formula of law, gives me au- 
thority for occupying even the precious mo- 
ments of a Secretarj- of State. 

“My object is to call your attention to the 
fact that, during this long imprisonment, I am 
yet ignorant of the causes of my arrest ; that 
my house lias been seized and converted ' 
into a prison by tho government ; that the , 
valuable furniture it contained has been | 
abused and destroyed: that during some 
period of my imprisonment 1 have suffered 
greatly for want of proper anJ sufficient food. 
Also, I have to complain that, more recently, 
a woman of bad character, recognized as hav- 
ing been soen on the streets of Chicago as 
such by several of the guard, calling herself 
Sirs. Onderdonk, was placed here in my house, 
in a room adjoining mine.” 

She concludes as follows : 

“The ‘iron heel of power' may keep down, 
but it cannot crush out the spirit of resistance 
of a people armed for the defense of their | 
rights; .nd 1 tell you now, sir, that you are ; 
standing over a crater whose smothered fires j 
in a moment may burst forth. 

“It is your boast that thirty-three bristling 
forti lien* ions now surround AVashington. The 
fortifications of Paris did not protect Louis 
Phillippe when his hour had come. 

“In conclusion, I respectfully ask your at- 
tention to this mj' protest, and have the hon- 
or to he, &e., &e., &c.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

W HKREA8, Tito following act of the Gen- j 
oral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the liOth 
instant, is the law of the land, X think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to I 
intake the same promptly known to the 
pul die, as X do hereby, and. X do earnestly j 
enjoin ail citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- ! 
merits thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of tho Lcgisla- ; 
ture may be faithfully ellected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Re.olutioun providing for the ptnce and quiet of 
the citizen, of tni s Commonwealth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still j 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- i 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 1 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose Iter friendily 1 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- j 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; ( 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- j 
sirable that the people in the meantime, | 
should tu t in harmony, and be at peace ! 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, ! 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Resolved bg the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of t ear as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu-

ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That tile 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
arc now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of tho State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, w ho has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take in.-tant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposoof repelling 
the invaders front our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty nnd honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders front tho soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall l>e molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property.

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel Ihr inva- 
sion o f the State , and for other purposes. 

I) 1 . Be. it enucted by the Central Assembly o f the' 
Common wealth of Kentucky , That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, callin'; out not 
le?3 than forty thousand soldiers, residents ami 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said lorce, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies w ho 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in w hich they volunteer as the 
General in the field sliall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this uct, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the serv ices of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided , That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skil 
and capacity have been tested by the General 
command, or such officer as Jie may detail fy 
that purpose : And provided also , That such p 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

$ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per mouth, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered ns such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Boat'd the names of the officers 
elected, and for w hat office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, sliall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
ami with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “An act for tho 
better organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, I860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into sqtladrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade- 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

$ 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor’s objections there- 
to to tho contrary notwithstanding, nnd is 
therefore tho law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
